ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 


A holder for floral arrangements, in particular, the type of floral holder commonly 
referred to as a casket saddle, and which is particularly useful for positioning the floral 
arrangement on top of a casket. The floral holder may further be used for holding floral 
arrangements for display under any other public or non-public occasions, such as 
weddings. The floral holder includes a body portion that includes a water-confining 
basin therein. Water is poured through an opening disposed on an upper portion of the 
body portion into the water-confining basin. A cap is positioned in sealing contact with 
the opening to prevent water spillage from the opening during handling or moving of the 
floral holder. The floral holder further includes a foam block that rests on a top surface 
of the body portion, and a wicking cloth. The wicking cloth having a first end 
sandwiched between the top surface and the foam block, and a second end that 
passes through a slot opening in the top surface of the body portion and is submerged 
into the water contained within the water basin. The stems of flowers are inserted into 
the moist foam block as is known in the art. 
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
